3 On January 30, 2004, Public Knowledge and Consumers Union (“PK & CU”) filed 
iiiolions to extend the deadlines for filing oppositions to the petitions for reconsideration i n  these 
proceedings to March 10, 2004 Specifically, PK & CU request an extension of time i n  order to allow 
them lo f u l l y  analyze the complex technical and policy questions involved in both the petitions for 
iccoiisideration as well as the Further Notice of Proposed Rulemaking pending i n  each proceeding.’ 

4 I t  is not Commssion policy to routinely grant extensions of time.’ However, to allow 
parties to subinit oppositions and replies that will result in a more fully-developed record, the Media 
Bureau will gram a waiver of the Commission’s rule regarding petitions for reconsideration in the form of 
‘1 limited extensioii of [he deadline for filing oppositions i n  both proceedings to March 10, 2004.9 Replies 
to the oppoaitions will be due within 10 days after the time for filing oppositions have expired.” 

5 IT 1s ORDERED that, pursuant to Sections 4(i). 40) and 5(c) of the Communications 
Act [if 1914, a \  amended, 47 U S C. $ 5  154(i), 154Q) and 155(c), and Sections 0.61, 0.283, 1.3,  and 1 46 
of the Coi~imission’s rules, 47 C F R 3s 0 61, 0 283, 1 3, and 1.46, the deadlines for filing comments and 
icplies in  the ahovc-captioned proceedings ARE EXTENDED to the extent descnbed herein
